HOUSE or COMMONS, Monday, February 25. 
[The Debate upon the opening of the Budget concluded from 
our laf. | 

Mr Byrg and Mr Fox were up at the fame inftant, but the atten. 

tion of the chair being firft engaged by the former Gentleman, he be- 
gan by apologizing for taking the lead of his honourable friend, which, 
he faid, he would not have done, had not fomething fallen from the 
noble Lord in the Blue Ribbon, which he was of opinion glanced im- 
properly on him. His Lordfhip had, in the courfe of his. fpeech, inti- 
mated that much obloquy, and much abufe had been caft on him 
Jaft year, on accuunt of his improvident bargain for the people. Now, 
faid Mr Byng, as I was the perfon who inftituted- the enquiry in this 
Houfe into. this mifmanagement, I think Iam challenged to defend 
my conduct on that eceafion, All who hear me are my witneflés how 
groundilefs the charges of calumny; of lander, and.of obloquy, are, if 
the noble Lord would have it underftood that I am guilty of fuch of- 
fences.--———I cannot, therefore, fuffer the imputation of flander or il- 
liberal abufe. And that am up, permit me, Sir, to make an ob- 
fervation or two on other parts of the noble Lord’s fpeech. He tells 
us, the numbers who propofed now are greater than they were laft 
year. Who wonders at it ? The wonder is, that they are not more 
than even what they are, ‘The enormous bargains given of la(t year’s 
loan was fufficient inducement this year to fet the whole kingdom agog 
to dabble with the Treafury. His Lordship has told us, that the pre- 
mium this year isbut 2 1. percent. I mult beg leave to fet him right 
in this refpe&t ; I-make it upwards of 31. He‘has forgotton the dit- 
count. Upon the whole of the bargain now before us, I go along.with 
the noble Lord in faying, that it is a good bargain for the nation; 
but Tam at the fame time fully perfuaded, that a better might be had, 
if the market, inftead of being thut, had been left open to every body 
who would bid. 

Lord North rofe a fecond time: he fa'd he was fatisfied his calcu- 
lation was right : that, in refpe€&t to the. difcount mentioned by the 
Jaft Honourable Gentleman, it was never seckoned in what is called 
the bonus, but ufually was counted as matter of courfe in the omnium. 
With regard to another contingent on the loan, ‘the lottery; that his 
Lordthip fully explained to be one of the greateft inducements to the 
bidders ; and in this gambling age he thought, that if the vice mutt 
exitt, it had better be confined, as much as poffidle, in {ach a channel 
as might prove ferviceable to the public. However, ta prevent as 
little hurt as might be on the occafion, he faid it_was his intention to 
infert a Claufe in the next Lettery Bill, to prevent any manner of In- 
farance whatfoever on the Tickets, under the feverelt pecuniary pe- 
nalties, befides the difqualification of the party convicted of offending 
againtt them, from ‘ever. after keeping an Office fo the fale of 
Tickets.

IRISH HOUSE OF COMMONS, February 22. 

A few minutes after four o’cloek Mr Grattan rofe, and addreffed the 
Houfe as follows: « 

After the ample difcuffion, in. this Houfe, of the great queftion of 
right, the toth of April 1780, and the univerfal reprobation of the 
aflumption of the Britih Parliament to bind this kingdom then recci- 
ved, I had been filent on the fubjeé, if that parliament had not, fince 
that time,;_ continued its tyrannical and unconftitutional aflumption, 
by enaéting feveral laws to bind Ireland, which I have in my hand, 
as alfo, a proclamation in the hifh Gazette, where the execution of a 
Britith ftatute is enforced ; meafures that evidently thew, that the Bri- 
tifh nation, fo far from_relinguifhing the claim of ufurped authority in 
this kingdom, have. ftill the fame ipiiit of making laws‘ for us, which 
they kecp alive by renewing their claim on every occafion. Thefe freth 
inftances of Britith ufurpation, added to that difgraceful and unrepeal- 
ed att of the 6th of George I. whith declares Ireland bound at all 
times by the legiflature of Great Britain, makes it neceffary. at this 
time for the parliament of {reland to come to an explanation concern- 
ing its privileges, and the injured rights of the nation. He then gave 
a narrative of the feveral unftances where the Britith parliament had af- 





to the Committee. He could not, however, forbear remarking on 
fome of the arguments which his Lordihip had ufed. He then took a 
review of a great part of what his Lordthip had faid refpeéting the 
lein, acknow edging, that although the nation would undoubtedly fave 
50,0001, by the bargain of this year, yet that fill the manney in

* To affure his Majefty, that, next to our liberties, we value our 
conneétion with Great Britain, on which we conceive, at, this time.
